RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 27th May, 1970 

No. .5(17)/70-A. E, Ind. (I). —Since about 1957 Government baa been exercising 
Informal control over the prices of the three passenger cars namely, Ambassador. 
Fiat and Standard and the manufacturers of these three cart accepted that control. 
In May, 1966, In response to r^uests by these manufactureis for price increase.s, 
Ckivernment requested the Tariff Commission, under Section 12(d) of the Tariff 
Commission Act, 1951, to undertake an enquiry into, inter alia, the cost structure 
and the fair selling prices of these three passenger cars and to make suitable 
recommendations in that behalf. While the recommendations of the Tariff Com¬ 
mission were under examination, one of the three manufacturers of passenger 
cars Increased the price of their car by a; substantial amount and another gave 
notice of their intention to do so. To meet this situation and to ensure availability 
of pa.ssenger cars at fair prices. Government, after consideration of the recommen¬ 
dations of the Tariff Commission and taking Into account the relevant factors 
subsequent to the receipt of the said recommendations, determined the fair prices 
at which the said three passenger cars should he bought and sold «nd notifledl 
such prices bv an Order under Section 18G of the Tndu.strics (Development and 
Regulation) Act, IBfll on 2lEt September 1969. This Order was challenged by, 
inter alia, the said three car manufacturers in Writ Pelitirms before the Supreme 
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Court. The Supreme Court, after hearing the Writ Petitions lor several days, 
recommended to Government on the 6th May, 1970 as follows:— 

"We recommend to the Government for a Commission to be appointed for 
the purpose or recommending fair price for all the three cars, rte. Flat, 
Ambassador and Standard Herald. The Commission, we recommend, 
should consist of a Judge, sitting or retired of a High Court, or a 
retired Judge of the Supreme Court, as the Chairman and two other 
members, a Chartered Accountant and the other an Automobile 
Engineer. The Commission wiU be art liberty to obtain the assistance 
of other pOTsons including experts In cost accounting. The report 
should be submitted within four months from the date on which the 
Commission is constituted. The Commission will be entitled to take 
into consideration all matters relevant to the determination of fair 

price.The Commission will be entitled to draw up 

its own procedure. 

2. In pursuance of the recommendations of the Supreme Court, Government 
have decided to appoint a Commission for the purpose of recommendliy: fair 
.selling prices for the said three poissenger cars, namely, Ambawador, (Flat and 
Slandard, The Commission will consist of the following:— 

(1) .Tustice Sarjoo Prasad Singh, Retired Judge of the Patna High Court— 
Chairman. 

(lil Shri R. K. Khanna. Chartered Accountant—Member. 

(ili) Brig. V. Minas, Director of Inspection (Vehicle) Department of Defence 
Production—Member. 

Shri R. K. Ttkku, Deputy Secretary, Department of Industrial Development, 
will function as the Secretary of the Commission. 

3. In recommending fair selling prices of cars, the Commission will take Into 
account all matters relevant to the determination of fair prices. 

4. The Commission will be at liberty to obtain the assistance of other persons 
including experts in Cost Accounting. 

.'5. The Commission will be entitled to lay down Its own procedure. 

6. The Commission will submit Its Report within four months from the derte 
of its constitution.
